Egg Production 
Increases But 
Turkeys Decrease 


Egg production in California in- 
creased four per cent and turkey 
production decreased 11 per cent 
during 1953, according to official 
summary issued this week by the 
California Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting service. 

Total cash farm receipts from 
poultry were about $15 million 
greater than in 1952; the total of 
$280 million was the highest on 
record for California farmers, due 
to increased egg receipts. 

Average pricé received by farm- 
eres for eggs during 1953 was 13 
per cent higher than in 1952, 
which, coupled ‘with greater pro- 
duction, brought cash receipts up 
18 per cent, as compared to 1952. 
However, decline in other poul- 
try products brought receipts from 
all poultry and eggs down to six 
per cent above 1952.

Frozen Orange 
Juice Converted 
To Powder Form 


By Karl W. Opitz, Farm Advisor 

Scientists working in the U. S. 
department of agriculture labora- 
tories at Albany, California, have 
found a way to convert frozen 
orange juice concentrate. into 
powder. This product can be 
shipped and handled at low cost; 
but when water is added it looks 
like orange juice, has approxi- 
mately the food value of orange 
juice, and tastes like orange juice. 


Powdered orange juice concen- 
trate is made this way: A thin 
layer of the frozen concentrate is 
;dried under vacuum. It puffs up 
in a bubbly, frothy mass. . The 
vacuum takes out the moisture, 
leaving dry bubbles. These are 
broken up into powder. 

Flavor is lost during drying, 
but is restored by enclosing nat- 
ural orange oil in dry granules 
and mixing them into the powder. 
A special drying agent is includ- 
ed to keep the powder dry. 

This new product should not 
compete directly with whole or- 
anges but will probably find util- 
ization along with the frozen con- 
centrates. ’

PORTERVILLE’S COMMUNITY 
swimming pool will not be opened 
this summer. Committee mem- 
bers have decided that rather than 
to ask the city to take over the 
project and complete it on a con- 
tract basis, the present plan of 
action will be followed, that is to 
continue as rapidly as possible 
with construction as donated 
money and donated labor is avail- 
able. Facts of the case are that 
if sufficient money and sufficient 
labor had been forthcoming last 
spring and early summer, the pool 
might have been opened in July. 
. .. Actually, an excellent job has 
been done on solicitation to date. 
A total of $20,143.63 has been 
raised. That’s actual cash; in 
addition, donated labor, equipment 
and material would add several 
thousand dollars to this amount. 
... It is now estimated that an- 
other $19,000 will be needed for 
materials to complete the pool, 
dressing rooms and filter system, 
however, figuring possible dona- 
tions that are pretty well assured, 
that latter figure can be reduced 
down to about $14,000. ‘Which 
means that the pool, if completed 
under the present plan, will repre- 
sent a cash expenditure of around 
$34,000 to $36,000. Its value, 
however, on a basis of figures from 
the city of Los Angeles, will be 
in excess of $90,000 .. . Biggest 
need at the moment is donated 
labor; many individuals who can- 
not actually work themselves are 
paying a man for a day’s work ata 


dollar an hour. If you are inclin- 
ed to do this; arrangements can 
be made at the Porterville cham- 
ber of commerce office ... Our 
personal feeling is that the pool 
should be completed on a donation 
basis, rather than to ask tax-sup- 
ported agencies-to take over now.

For Safety And Efficiency To Be Sure 


Modern Appliances Do Not 


How long has it been since you 
checked the wiring in your home? 
If you’re an average person, you 
live in an average nouse with the 
average age of 14 years, and the 
chances are that you have added 
considerable electric appliances 
since you installed the original 
wiring some time ago. 

Now that you are thinking 
about purchasing a room air con- 
ditioner or central cooling sys- 
tem it would be a good time to 
call in an electrician and have a 
survey made... If you had the fore- 
sight a dozen or so years back 
to wire your home in expectation 
of things to come, chances are you 
won’t have to do a thing, but, if 
your wiring is as antiquated as 4 
Model T, better start figuring.

The centrifugal refrigeration 
machine developed by Mr. Car- 
rier about 20 years after his orig- 
inal invention was the first cool- 
ing apparatus to use a safe low 
pressure refrigerant.

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Heat Pump Principle Is Being Used 
On Equipment To Take Hot Air Out 


One of the most popular types 
of air conditioners now in use for 
both central and room systems are 
those that employ the heat pump 
principal. 

This system, operating on the 
cooling cycle is simply a conven- 
tional air cooled air conditioning 
unit dissipating the heat within 
the house to the outside air. 

- If the window air conditioner 
were turned around in the win- 
dow, then the heat extracted from 
the outdoors would be dissipated 
into the house.

Navel Oranges 
Need Nitrogen 
Before July 15 


The middle of July ‘is the dead- 
line for applying nitrogen fertil- 
izer to navel oranges in Tulare 
county, according to Farm Ad- 
visor Karl W. Opitz, who points 
out that over-fertilization with 
concentrated nitrogenous fertiliz- 
ers in late summer and fall is 
apt to retard fruit maturity. 

Not more than one pound of 
actual nitrogen should be applied 
new, according to Mr. Opitz. Fer- 
tilization with additional amounts 
of any of the various materials 
currently used does not improve 
fruit size. 

Nitrogen does not directly effect 
fruit size; however, citrus trees 
must have adequate nitrogen for 
growth and crop setting. 


“Boulgour" Being 
Tried As Outlet 
For Stored Wheat 


An effort to widen the demand 
for ‘‘boulgour,’”’ a wheat product, 
is one means that the United 
States department of agriculture is 
using to reduce supply of wheat 
accumulated in price support op- 
erations. 

The product is made by boiling 
wheat, drying eit in the sun, re- 
moving part of the bran, then 
cracking the wheat into coarse or 
fine meal. 

This food is popular in the Mid- 
dle East. About 500,000 bushels 
of CCC wheat is being made avail- 
able to commercial firms to test. 
consumer acceptance.

Mr. Van Kamp stated that, a cer- 
tain amount of government inter- 
vention in the dairy business is 
here to stay, ‘“‘the best we can do 
now is to make the most of it. 
We've been at it too long,’’ he said. 


Dairymen, said Mr. Van Kamp, 
“are the victims of a bad press.” 
He accused the newspapers and 
radio of using the milk producers 
as a whipping boy. Because of 
this, said Mr. Van Kamp, dairy- 
men are suffering from a lack of 
good public relations. 


He stated that accounts appear- 
ing in newspapers in regards to 
the dairy industry and subsidies 
do not tell all of the facts, and 
the facts are, he said, that surplus 
butter stocks amount to only a 
two months’ supply whereas cot- 
ton, wheat and vegetable oils 
amount to nearly an entire year’s 
output. 

“And yet,” said Mr. Van Kamp, 
“these products are still supported 
at 90 ‘percent of parity. If the 
people knew all the facts, the dairy 
industry would be better thought 
of,” he stated. 

Addressing the dairymen briefly 
were W. Pixley of Springville, 
Joe Corya of Tulare and Jack Lowe 
of the dairymen’s group of Kings 
county. 


According to the manufacturers, 
air conditioners are not only more 
efijcient than evaporative coolers, 
but the dry, coél air is more 
healthful and relaxing.
